There is just one way to make 
your cakes rise high and keep an 
even surface. 
Have your oven 
moderate at first, until the cake is 
f lilly rizen; then i ncrease the heat t 
so as to brown it over quickly. 
Extreme heat stiffens the dough. 
If you stiffen the outside of the 
cake before the rising is complete, 
you stop the rising process. Then 
the leavening gas, forming inside, 
will bulge up the center, where 
the dough is still soft, and spoil 
the shape of the cake.

N ote—Biscuits or other 
pastries 
made from stiff dough, that are cut into 
shapes for the oven, bake in a hot oven. 
This is because the cut surfaces of the 
dough do not sear over, but rather 
leave the pores open, allowing the 
leavening gas to escape and the heat to 
penetrate readily. 
Small ovens cool 
quickly; therefore they should be made 
several degrees hotter than a larger 
oven, and the less the door is opened 
the better. 
Do not attempt to bake 
bread and pastry together. 
Bread re­ 
quires prolonged, moderate baking— 
pastry the reverse.

The first duty of the 
citizen policeman will be to gain the 
friendship of the patrolm an on the 
beat. 
His chief work will be obser­ 
vation. 
He will not have the power 
to make an arrest, but is expected to 
report unsanitary conditions and law 
violations. Residents in his block will 
be expected to co-operate with him.

Don’t try to fill 
a mudhole with sods or similar ma­ 
terials which absorb water readily. 
On an earth or gravel road ruts are 
best treated with the drag. Don’t be 
afraid of dragging too often during 
a rainy spell. If a thin coat of sand 
or gravel be spread over the road 
surface when it has been softened by 
rain and then worked in by traffic 
and a liberal use of the drag, a poor 
earth road can be much improved and 
made to carry a surprisingly heavy 
traffic for a short time.
